1. Action Requested: That you forward the attached 
letter to Senator Bayh, and the accompanying report on 
the covert action infrastructure. 


2. Background: The letter to Senator Bayh has two 
aspects: 


a. in its first paragraph it provides the 
contents of Dr. Brzezinski's memorandum of 
3 July 1978 (TAB A), advising that the President, 
in accordance with the conclusions of the 28 June 
SCC meeting, rejects the SSCI's proposed item-by- 
item review of the covert action infrastructure; 


b. it forwards a comprehensive report on 
the infrastructure, in response to an SSCI 
request of last year, reiterated in Senator

For the better part of a year the SSCI has been dunning 
CIA for a comprehensive report on the covert action infra-~ 
structure. We felt it appropriate to defer providing this 
report until the Special Coordination Committee (SCC) had 
the opportunity to review the infrastructure, and so advised 
the SSCI and its staffers, formally and informally, on 
several occasions. The SCC conducted its annual review

50 doing, the SCC put its stamp of approval on the current 
funding and tasking of the infrastructure, and it then 
became appropriate to forward the report. 
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Chief, Covert Action Staff met with Bill Miller 
and other SSCI staffers on 6 June and worked out an informal 
agreement as to what issues should be considered, and facts 
provided, in the report. The passages on propriety of media 
operations, risk and consequences of exposures, "feedback," 
and “command and control" are direct responses to SSCI 
Staff requests. You will note that the factual passages 
on the infrastructure are not specific. The report, there- 
fore, does not conflict with the President's determination. 
On the other hand, Miller has requested in future that the 


SSCI receive a detailed oral, executive session briefing 
on what he referred to as a "slice" of the infrastructure, 
which would serve to demonstrate how the entire propaganda 
network operated. The letter to Senator Bayh indicates 
that such a briefing is forthcoming. A draft of this 

oral briefing (TAB C) is attached for your consideration. 


While sanitized, it discusses in some detail the nature

We believe this discussion wou e 
helpful in educating the SSCI membership as to how we carry 


out our propaganda operations. On the other hand, we 
realize that it could be construed as providing the 
Committee with detail in excess of the President's desires. 


We are attaching to the report a copy of the 
unclassified study on Soviet propaganda prepared for the 
House Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence.
